Names of manufucturers must be se-
curely attached td the articles sold and
sworn statemesats must be obtnined from
purchasers setting forth  the purposes
for which stills nre to he used.

Until the manufucturer has complied
with the new regulations he ix not per-
mitted to allow the wtill to leave his
wareroom, Such sales cannot be final-
Iy econsummated until a permit or cer-
tificate has been unmtm] by the locul
internnl revenue wuthorities,

Detalls of the still's specifications
are demanded, as well aw the produc-
tion capaelty ou o per day basis, The
regulation reguiren the applieation for
n permit each time a resale takes place,
